ment.

WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 3.—The re- 
ports from Madrid, by way of Lon- 
don, stating that Spain had deter- 
mined upon an answer to the de- 
mands of the United States, and 
that the answer had been sent, or 
was now enroute to Washington, 
had the effect of arousing the most 
lively interest in all official quarters 
today. 
While the reports are ac- 
cepted as showing the undoubted 
tendency of the Spanish 
govern- 
ment for peace, and as likely to be 
borne out in the near future by the 
formal response of Madrid, yet it 
can ])e stated positively that so far 
the United States government had 
received no answer from Spain, nor 
has the French embassy received an 
answer which will be communicated 
to tbe authorities here. 


It is apparent from this that the 
answer could not liave been sent 
from Madrid on Monday, as stated 
in some of the foreign reports. The 
misapprension doubtless arises from 
the fact that the Madrid 
cabinet, 
after receiving the American terms, 
desired more information upon some 
of the points involved. 
This led to 
a cable communication to M. Cam- 
ben. Ic was not intended as a re- 
siionse to the American terms, and 
it was in no sense conclusive upon 
the subject matter of the negotia- 
tions. 
There was no need even of a 
call by M. Cambon at the white 
house or at the state department. 


This continues to be the situation 
up to the present time, namely, a 
communication 
having 
been re- 
ceived relative to the American 
terms, but not one of such a final 
character as to constitute an answer 
for submission to the United States 
government. 
At the same time, a 
final answer is expected daily, and 
almost hourly, and although no 
official intiroation has been given, it 
is possible that the decision has 
been already reached at Madrid. 


It has not reached any quarter in 
Washington up to the i^resent time, 
however. 


Under the circumstances there 
will be no occasion for the French 
ambassador's going to the white 
house to present any communication 
from Spain, and this in itself 
indi- 
cates conclusively that the negotia- 
tions have not yet reached the stage 
where the final response of Spain is 
ready for submission. 
At the same 
time a call by M. Cambon at the 
state department today is likely to 
cause speculation, though it had no 
reference to the peace negotiations 
or to the affairs of Spain, but is for 
the purpose of discussing a matter 
relating to France and the United 
States. 


Some weeks ago a United States 
vsrar ship captured the French mer- 
chant steamer Olind 
Roderiquez 
when she was nine miles off San 
Juan. 


It was claimed she was running 
the blockade and she was taken to 
Charleston, S. C., where she is still 
detained with a number of passen- 
gers ar«d freight and with the official 
mail of the French minister at Port 
An Prince. 
Both the French em- 
bassy and the French trans-Atiantic 
steamship Co. asked for the release 
of the steamer on the ground that 
she was not running the blockade. 
The department of justice had been 
considering the subject and the 
prospects are for a satisfactory ad- 
justment and a release of the steam- 
er, if no claims for detention are 
made. 
M. Cambon called at the 
state department on the matter to- 
day. 


On the assumption that peace is 
near at hand some attention is be- 
ing given to the steps by which this 
may be brought about formally, and 
the 
measures 
necessary 
to be 
adopted immediately 
afterwards. 
It is said to be not at all improbable 
that the preliminaries leading üp to 
the signature of the treaty of peace 
may consume fully three months, 
so that it may be well along toward 
the legal date of the assembly of 
congress before the president will 
be prepared to submit a peace treaty 
to the TOnato. This allowanoe of

It does not follow from this that 
an actual state of war will prevail 
during 
this 
interval 
of 
three 
months, for as a matter of fact hos- 
tilities will terminate within a very 
few days after Spain has notified 
the United States government of 
her acceptance of the terms laid 
down in the president's note of last 
Saturday, The military establish- 
ment, however, must be maintained 
during that time and many acts 
performed that are incident to ac- 
tual warfare. 


It is expected here that the Span- 
ish pledge to accept the broad c<5n- 
ditions laid down by the United 
States will take the form of a writ- 
ten agreement, something in the 
nature of a protocol, which, while a 
very necessary step in the negotia 
tions of a treaty, is not always v 
part of the document. 


The negotiations have not pro- 
gressed sufficiently to indicate who 
shall be the parties to this agree- 
ment, or rather who shall represent 
the principals—the United 
States 
and Spain. It is possible that it 
may be signed in Washington as 
between Secretary Day and M. Cam- 
bon, or on the other hand the am- 
bassadors of Spain and the United 
States in one of the Europeon coun- 
tries, probably in this case France 
might, by tbe authorization of their 
respective governments, sign this 
agreement. 
The protocol, if it may 
be so called, in either case would 
not take the place in any manner of 
the treaty of peace which would be 
drawn up later by commissioners to 
be appointed for this purpose. 


Under the terms of this note, if 
they shall be adopted by Spain, the 
Spanish government is bound to 
evacuate Cuba and Porto Rico im- 
mediately. 


This action is not to wait 
upon 
the work of the peace commission- 
ers but is to precede it and to follow 
immediately upon the signature of 
the memorandun 
accepting the 
president's conditions. 


The word "immediately" in this 
case is perhaps a little deceptive. 
The experience of the war depart 
ment in the endeavor to remove to 
Spain the Spanish troops surrender- 
ed at Santiago, has not justified the 
expectation that the large force of 
Spanish regulars can be gathered up 
and shipped home to Spain in less 
than about sixty days at 
least. 
This estimate is based on the fact 
that it is not expected by the Span- 
ish authorities in charge of the 
troop transport that they will be 
able to return all of the Santiago 
prisoners to Spain before the first 
of September. 
Therefore, what is 
meant by the word "immediately" 
is that the Spanish 
government 
shall at least begin the arrange- 
ments at once for the evacuation of 
the islands. 
On the whole, it is a 
rather fortunate circumstance that 
this evacuation cannot take place 
en masse and immediately, for it 
has been determined that the Span- 
ish troops withdrawn must be re- 
placed by United States 
troops. 
This is deemed to be absolutely 
necessary to guard against anarchy 
and to secure the establishment of a 
stable form of government in Cuba 
under proper constitutional guar- 
antees, but in all probability not 
many of them will have to go there 
before the present rainy season has 
neared its end.

MABBIiLGS LICENSES.

CmcKAMAUGA, National 
Military 
Park, Tenn., Aug. 3.—The Fifth 
Illinois infantry, after numerous 
disappointments, finally got away 
towards the scene of action today. 
At 4:30 o'clock this morning the 
regiment broke camp and 
marched 
nine miles to Ringgold, Ga., where 
trains were in waiting to convey it 
to Newport News. 
The loading 
was done rapidly and before noon 
the last of the trains had pulled out. 
The route to Newport News is over 
the Western and Atlantic and Sea- 
board Air line through Atlanta. 


Colonel Culver, the commander, 
will report to Brig. Gen, Fred Grant 
immediately upon his arrival and 
the regiment will go with 
General 
Grant's detachment to Porto Rico. 


The action of the war department 
in sending the Fifth Illinois to the 
front has caused much comment in 
the camp. The reason for this ac 
tion is not stated here. 
The rivalry 
among the regiments 
remaining 
here to be included in the next or- 
der to move is becoming highly in- 
teresting. 
The officers of each regi- 
ment are bringing all possible pres- 
sure to bear on the war department 
and the officials will doubtless have 
much trouble in making their selec- 
tions. 


Senators, 
representatives 
and 
others who are supposed to have in- 
fluence with the war department, 
are being called upon to help the 
regiments of their states. 


One regiment is said to have sent 
out during the last 
twenty-four 
hours over 200 telegrams asking 
assistance to influence the war de- 
partment. 


The continuous rain of the past 
ten days at Camp Thomas has re- 
sulted in a general desire to change 
camps and the regiments are, as 
rapidly as they can get permission, 
moving their camps to new loca- 
tions. 


The dampness of the wooded ter- 
ritory has made the open fields look 
quite inviting and the result is that 
already a number of regiments, in- 
cluding the cavalry, have pitched 
their tents in the open fields and 
now have the full benefit of a gen- 
erous sunshine. 


Many of the regiments that have 
not moved and probably will not 
move at this 
time, 
have 
been 
spurred up by the rain to put their 
camps in better sanitary condition. 
As a result, gravel walks have been 
constructed and as far as it had been 
practicable, floors have been laid in 
the tents of the men. The soldiers 
of the camp are energetic and will, 
if they remain at the park, be pro- 
vided with many of the comforts 
common to American homes. 


A movement is now on foot to in- 
vite Secretary of War Alger to visit 
Camp Thomas and the invitation 
will likely be forwarded and strongly 
pressed during the next few days. 


So many untrue stories have been 
told about the sanitary condition at 
the camp that it is the desire of 
those interested to have the secre- 
tary make a thorough 
inspection 
and settle the matter once for all. 


Brig. Gen. J. S. Poland, who has 
been seriously ill for the past sev- 
eral weeks, has been taken to Ashe- 
ville, N, C. It Is hoped he will re- 
gain his health in a short time and 
be able to resume command of the 
second division, first army corps. 


It is not known who will be placed 
temporarily in command of the 
division, but it is said that Gen. W. 
F. McKee, brigade commander, will 
be placed in charge. 


In this event Colonel Smith, com- 
manding the 158th Indiana, 
will 
command General McKee's brigade, 
he being the senior colonel in the 
bripcade. 


The sum of $1,600 has been ap- 
propriated for a new building for 
ordnance. The structure will be 
erected near the depot and it is said 
the contract will soon be given out. 


The paymasters will likely begin 
their work tomorrow. 
The entire 
force, eighteen in all, are expected 
to be here tonight.

Though no word had come 
officially to the president as to the 
action of the Sagasta government, 
the president, from other sources, 
was certain that an agreement had 
been reached on these propositions 
and early in the forenoon he stated 
to several callers with some

faction that he understood that an 
agreement had been reached ana 
that he expected a formal answer to 
be communicated to him at any 
hour.

TERRIFIC STORM. 


Philadelphia Deluged 
With a 
Heavy Rain. 


storm Accompanied by a Wonderful Elec- 
trical Display ^and a Deal of 
Damage Wag the Result. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 3.—The ex- 
cessive heat of the last three weeks 
terminated today in one of the most 
terrific electrical storms that has 
ever visited this city. 
The rain fall 
was the heaviest in the history of 
the local weather bureau. 
In one 
hour and three-quarters five and 
four-tenths inches of rain fell. The 
heaviest previous rainfall was five 
and one-fifth inches in twenty-four 
hours about twelve years ago. 


There was an almost continuous 
flash of lightning and many flag 
poles and buildings in nearly every 
section of the city were struck, 
causing several small fires and doing 
great damage. 
Telegraphic and 
telephone service throughout the 
city was practically at a standstill 
for several hours. The cellars and 
first floors of hundreds of business 
houses and dwellings were 
flooded. 


In the basements of the city hall 
and postoffice the water rose to such 
a depth that the fires under the 
boilers were extinguished. 


The basements of Gimbel Broth- 
ers and Wanamakers, two of the 
largest department stores in the 
city, were flooded and heavy damage 
has been done. It is said a big fire 
is raging at Point Breeze oil works, 
in the extreme lower section of the 
city, caused by the lightning. Three 
alarms have been sent in. 


The street car service was prac- 
tically at a standstill. 
Many of the 
streets were flooded to the depth of 
two and three feet. 
The steam 
roads in this vicinity also suffered 
severely, and nearly all trains up to 
2 o'clock were behind their schedule. 


Peter Shell, 
aged 
twenty-eight 
years, was drowned in the cellar of 
his home, 
at 
Twenty-third and 
Christian streets. 
He was working 
in the cellar removing some of his 
property, when he was caught by a 
sudden rise in the water. 
Before 
he could reach the stairway the 
water had risen to the first floor and 
he was drowned.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 3.—Only 
a preliminary session of the republi- 
can state convention was held this 
afternoon. The delegates numbered 
1,616. 


After the organization the body 
adjourned until 9:30 a. m. tomor- 
ix>w, when the state ticket will be 
named.

NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—An account 
of the condition of affairs in Ha- 
vana, Matanzas and Cardenas have 
been given by passengers of the 
steamer Fridtjof Nansen, which has 
arrived from Sagua. She brought 
twenty-nine refugees, most of whom 
were Spaniards, who had made all 
sorts of sacrifices to escape from the 
island in anticipation of its being 
controlled by the insurgents. 
Many 
of them were well supplied with 
funds, having turned all their avail- 
able property into cash. 
They paid 
$250 each for passage. 
Almost all 
those aboard being Spanish sympa- 
thizers, a meeting was held in the 
saloon 
while the ship was off 
Barnegat, N. J., at which a major- 
ity pledged themselves to refuse to 
give any information to Americans 
regarding the condition of things in 
Cuba. A few, however, consented 
to talk after they had got ashore, 
but even they were unwilling to 
permit their names to be used. 


One woman who had reached 
Sagua by rail from Havana said the 
condition of affairs in the capital 
was deplorable and was daily grow- 
ing worse. 


"There is plenty of money," she 
said, "but of what use is it when it 
will hardly purchase anything? It 
is impossible to get beef at any 
price, and even horse flesh costs $1 
a poimd. 
Bread costs twenty-eight 
cents a pound and is very bad at 
that. 
Eggs, which are brought in 
from the country in small 
quanti- 
ties, cost thirty-five cents eacb. The 
supply of condensed milk is practic- 
ally exhausted and the little left is 
sold at $2 for a can, such as you buy 
here for ten cents. 


"On an average, ten to twelve 
persons are found dead of starvation 
in the streets every day, and this 
takes no account of the scores who 
daily died of hunger in the houses. 
No words can describe the horrors 
of Las Fesos, the place at the foot of 
the Prado, where the concentradoes 
are herded together, 


"I was told that there were no 
less than 4,000 of these miserable 
people in the place when I came 
away and they are dying by hun- 
dreds, for, of course, nothing is be- 
ing done for their relief. Even the 
government has not enough food for 
its own soldiers. 
Worse than this, 
the officials' beat and abuse them 
shamefully. 


"A few lamps are still burning in 
the streets, but the electric lights 
are only lighted on Thursday nights 
when there is music in the Parque 
Centrale, 
What e ghastly mockery 
those band concerts are with so 
many 
people 
starving to death 
within sound of the music, 


' 'All the theatres are closed and 
their lobbies are nightly crowded 
with the homeless poor. 
Wine is 
the only thing in the city that is 
plentiful and cheap, so that even 
the poor can get a little at times. 


"Almost all the stores in Weyler 
and O'Reilly streets are closed, as 
are the principal hotels. 


' 'The stock of coal is almost com- 
pletely exhausted and for a few 
days the local trains that run to 
the Vedao, past the Santa Clara bat- 
tery, were stopped for want of fuel. 
They are now burning wood, but 
even that will soon be gone,'' 


Juan Zerraga Zarte said: 
"I do 
not know anything of the condition 
things in Havana, but I do know 
that there is much misery at Car- 
denas and Matanzas. 
Things, how- 
ever, might be worse, considering 
the 
stringency 
of the blockade. 
Much starvation has been avoided 
by 
the foresight of the mer- 
chants who, in 
anticipation of 
the 
outbreak of the war, laid 
in large stores of provisions. 
Of 
course they have sold at high prices 
and 1 heard of one man who made 
$400,000 in a speculation in flour in 
Sagua, 
All the stores which have 
provisions are kept under constant 
guard by soldiers to prevent the 
starving people from looting them.

THE DEATHS. 


The death of William J. Callahan 
occurred at his home at 83 West 
Williams street yesterday afternoon 
at 5 o'clock. The deceased was bom 
in Ireland and was fifty-seven years 
of age. 
He had long been a resi- 
dent of the city and for years had 
been janitor at the Hoagland school. 
He leaves a family of grown chil- 
dren, his wife having died about 
two years ago. 
He was a commun- 
icant of the Catholic faith and a 
member of St. Patrick's Catholic 
church. 
Death was caused by can- 
cer of the stomach. 


Ihe funeral will occur Friday 
morning at 9 o'clock from St. Pat- 
rick's church. 


P o N C E , Island of Porto Rico, Aug. 
1, 3 a. m.—Via St Thomas, D. W. 
I., Aug. 2, noon.—The Porto Ricans 
cf Ponce lined the streets by the 
hundreds and tilled the air with 
cheering on the arrival of General 
Garrettson's brigade from Yauco, 
The arrival of these troops and 
those on the St. Louis makes the 
fighting strength of the Americans 
now oï)erating near Ponce about 
9,000 men, equal to the entire force 
of Spanish regular troops on the 
island. 


General Garrettson's camp is tem- 
porarily near the Second and Third 
Wisconsin regiments, on the out- 
skirts of the town. 
The brigade 
marched 
seventeen 
miles 
from 
Yauco to Ausby, where they arrived 
travel-stained and mud-be-spatter- 
ed. 
Almost the entire population 
saw the troops pass through - the 
city and gave them cheer after 
cheer, particularly as the artillery 
men lumbered by. 
The officers at 
the front, including Hulling's Penn- 
sylvanians and Captains 
Austin, 
Wheelock, Bums and Hall, com- 
manding the four advance com- 
panies, do not believe the Spaniards 
will make an advance. 
They claim 
the enemy will act only on the de- 
fensive. 


There was some firing last 
night 
between Captain Austin's pickets 
and the Spaniards in tbe brush, but 
no damage was done. 


All the American troops are rest- 
less, due to the false alarms of the 
approach of the Spaniards, and they 
are anxious for an encounter with 
the enemy. It is the general belief, 
however, that there will be no for- 
ward movement of the main body 
of our troops until the other trans- 
ports arrive. 
They are expected 
every hour. 


The troops on board the St. Louis 
are reported to be in good health. 
She brought twelve representatives 
of the Porto Rico junta of New 
York, whose business is to influence 
the people of the island not to resist 
the American advance. 
Their good 
offices are not necessary. 


The Dixie's shot at Morro Castle 
on Saturday caused the utmost con- 
sternation at San Juan de Porto 
Rico, where it was believed to have 
signified that the place would be 
bombarded 
within 
twenty-four 
hours.

A fairly well attended meeting of 
south side citizens was held last 
evening in the hall at the corner of 
Calhoun street and Woodland ave- 
nue to discuss the asphalt pavements 
now being constructed by the Alca- 
traz Construction comjiany. An- 
selirf Fuelber, of East 
Creighton 
avenue, was elected chairman and 
explained the purpose of the meet- 
ing. 
Then followed a general dis- 
cussion, not so much as to the 
merits of the pavement being pnt 
down as to the conditions under 
which the work was being done. 
There was a general sentiment that 
the Alcatraz was as good as any 
pavement, 
but the 
belief 
was 
strong 
that the foundation un- 
derneath did not come 
up to 
specifications. 
Samples 
of con- 
crete 
from the different streets 
were exhibited and in some in- 
stances this coiicretis -^dtlld crumble 
into dust. It was finally decided* 
that a committee of citizens should 
make an investigation and Messrs. 
Anslem Fuelber, M. J. Stock and 
Henry Schwartz, the councilman, 
were appointed such 
committee. 
They were instructed to consult 
with the board of works, the con- 
tractor and others and, if possible, 
make a test of the cement (Milwau- 
kee) which is now being used. The 
committee was also instmcted to in- 
vite the board and the contractor to 
attend a meeting which is to be held 
next Thursday evening. 


The committee this morning vis- 
ited the board of works and talked 
the matter 
over with 
Chairman 
Eggemann, who told them 
they 
need not fear, as only a 
first-class 
pavement would be accepted. He 
was positive the cement was all 
right, and while there were flaws in 
it which must be remedied, he be- 
lieved the weather had much to do 
with making these 
flaws. 
The 
cement was furnished by the well 
known firm of C. F. Muhler & Sons 
and was supposed to be the best of 
the Milwaukee brand. 
Contractor 
Guelich waa willing to remedy all 
flaws 
without any extra cost to 
property owners. 


The committee also met the con- 
tractor and arranged for a test of 
the concrete. The committee will 
be allowed to pick its own samples 
oft" the street. 
Mr, Guelich explains 
that Milwaukee cement does not set 
as quickly as Louisville, the cheaper 
cement, but for street work is much 
stronger and will last a great many 
years longer. 
He says he could save 
sixteen cents on each sack by pur- 
chasing the Louisville cement and as 
he is using thousands of sacks could 
save hundreds of dollars by purchas- 
ing the cheaper. 
The spedlfications 
for the concrete call for one part of 
cement to two parts of sand and 
five parts of stone. 
Instead Mr. 
Guelicii is now using only four parts 
of stone, making the concrete much 
stronger. 
ITie committee will make 
the test and if it comes up to a 
proper test 
the matter will be 
dropped. 


There was some comment by citi- 
zens who attend^ the meeting that 
many of the property owners whom 
it was alleged were finding the most 
fault, were not present. 


The board of works states posi- 
tively that the property 
owners 
will be protected, and unless the 
pavement is first-ciass and comes 
up to specifications the pavement 
will not under any circumstances 
be accept^. 
- A n ^ ^ e y have no 
doubt that when finauy completed 
the pavement will be as good or 
better than any pavement now in 
use in Fort Wayne.

Yellow fever is the only 
enemy 
tho United States army now has to 
fear. 
Every effort is now being put 
forth by tho army surgeons at San- 
tiago to check the dread disease. 


Yellow fever, according to advo- 
cates of tho germ theory, is caused 
bj" a- jiucro-organifim 
developed 
under conditions not dearly under- 
stood, but which always include a 
high 
temperature 
and 
damp 
weather. 
The disease is not so 
much dreaded as it once wius, 
since 
modern sanitary conditions and a 
better knowledge of its origin and 
treatment have made it easier to 
deal with. 
Yellovv' fever is not a 
contagious disease ia that it may be 
given by one person to another, 
but is, instead, contracted from au 
iniect-ed iocalily where germs hav© 
developed 
outside of th« human 
body. 


In 
when 
there was an epi- 
doinic of the disoa.^E in NONV York, 
per.sons Vv'ho vccnt int"»'; t-bo iiifoctc;! 
locality would take tlie disease, but 
on going into tho healthful districts 
of the city thoy did not give it to 
others. 
On the island of Trinidad 
two ciif-os occurred in tlie English 
barrack.^. 
Tho 7non wore promptly 
rernovod and tiio barracks 
cleaned 
and disi7ifoc'ted, buj; no sooner were 
they occupied a,gain tlian new cases 
developed. 
Ships that have oncc 
been infected carry the disease and 
communieato it for years though 
tho yelio\T fo-ver gernx mav be 
"frozen out" by subjecting the ship 
to a very low lo-mparaturo. 


The earliest authentic accounts of 
ycilow fever refer 1o its broakii^g 
out in tho le'^sru- Antilles in the mid- 
dle of the aovonteenth century. In 
10-5 and lo lO cases were reported 
among tiio French colony of G aade- 
1GUT)O and the disease was H-ajiposed 
to have 
originated in ships from 
Bridgetcwi), 
Barbadces. 
Others 
who havo attempted to trace tlie 
disease believe that it originated in 
an African slave ship and tiiat 'yel- 
low fever has dogged the steps of 
the slave trade. " Negroes as a race 
are iargeiy immune to tho yellow 
fever, but are not, as many people 
believe, 
wholly 
immune to the 
disease. 
They are (juite as apt to 
have the yellow fever during an 


epidemic, but in a mild form. In 
Jamaica statistics prove that among 
the negro population eight out of 
1,000 cases proved fatal and among 
the 
-whites 
102 per 
1,000. 
Second attacks of the fever are 
comparatively 
rare. 
Creoles are 
not immun® to tho disease, t u t gen- 
erally have a mild and unrecognized 
attack of a fever during infancy or 
childhood. 


Last year Dr. Sanarelli, of the 
Montevideo Institute 
of Experi- 
mental Hygiene, was awarded a 
prize of $10,000 for discovering what 
was believed to be the yellow fever 
bacillus. 
It was found in the blood 
and internal tissues of the yellow 
fever patients and when animals 
were inoculated with cultures made 
from it it produced a similar disease 
in them. 
It is now reported that 
Sanarelli has discovered a toxin 
which produces the same disease as 
the cultures and a serum which is a 
specific remttdy for the disease. If 
the South American doctor has 
really discovered the remedy for 
! tho dread disease he will be a bene- 
factor of the human race and espec- 
ially that part of the race which in- 
habits the West Indies. 


MRS. RICH SUICiDES. 


Wealthy I.ady Killed Herself at Argos, 
lad., Tuesdtiy. 


About 10 o'clock Tuesday morn- 
ing, at the home of her sister, Mrs. 
William S';hoonovor, of Ai'gos, Ind., 
in a room very little used, Mrs. 
Anna Rich, of Zanesville, Ind., com- 
mitted suicide by blowing out her 
brains with a 
calibre 
revolver 
which she found about the house, 
and which contained but one load. 
When discovered, blood was flowing 
from an ugly wound 
made by the 
shot which entered her heaa just 
over the left eye. 


Mrs. Rich has heen visiting her 
sisti^r here for some time. 
She was 
considered very wealthy, 
living off 
the Interest of her money. 
Trouble 
with her eyes and worrying over 
the failure to always 
keep her 
money on interest placed her in a 
demented condition, and caused her 
to take her life. Mrs. Rich was 
nearly 
seventy 
years 
old, and 
leaves two grown 
childien 
beside 
her relatives here.

Ife was briefly announced in yes- 
terday's 
SENTINEL that word had 
just been received fron» Clarence 
Cook, city editor of this paper, who 
is now in tho Alaskan gold country. 
Mr. Cook had written to no one in 
this city since the early part of May, 
when he was still at the lakes, pre- 
paring with a party to voyage to the 
headwaters of the Yukon, and his 
family and friends had begun to 
feel some anxiety which happily 
has proved groundless. 
From Mr. 
Cook's letter, 
which follows, he 
seems to have found something to 
reward his long and 
dangerous 
journey. 
The letter bears date of 
Maris Creek, 
June 25, . 1898, and 
says: 


"Here on Maris creek, nearly 200 
miles from Dawson, I am located 
indefinitely, with a mining claim of 
my own on my hands. 
Whether 
this claim is going to make me rich 
or not cannot be foretold, as bed- 
rock must he reached before that 
matter can be determined. 
Colors 
seem to be sufficient to justify the 
assertion that it is worth several 
thousand at least. 


"Maris creek is a small tributary 
of Lewis river, the latter virtually 
being a fork of tho Yukon. 
It is 
along the Lewis that the tide of 
travel is is swept by a six-mile cur- 
rent to tho Yukon proper, 
which 
starts at the junction of the Lewis 
and tho Pelly rivers, at old Fort 
Selkirk. 
We have gone a greater 
distance in a few days than we cov- 
ered during the months of April and 
May, much time having been spent 
in packing goods and boat building. 


"The trip clown the lakes and 
rivers is a most delightful 
change 
from the hardships of the trail, the 
wind on the lakes and the currents 
of the rivers pushing the boats mer- 
rily on to their destination. 


"Our boats were built on Lake 
Bennett. 
Affcer crossing this 
lake 
we arrived at Windy arm, which is 
at tho extreme end of Like Tiigish. 
Windy arm is continually swept by 
currents of tho White pass and the 
winds frequently reach tho dignity 
of a gale. 
The mountains here are 
of marble, while most of those of 
tiie lower end of Lake Bennett are 
of granite. 


"The connecting waters between 
Lake Bennett and Lake Tagish con- 
stitute what is knovirn as 'Caribou 
crossing.' 
This is one of tho cross- 
ings used by the herds of caribou 
in their migrations south m the fall 
and their return in the spring. 


"Tagish lake is connecbed 
with 
Lake Marsh by a wide reach of 
rivor with a sluggish current. 
Tlie 
banks are bordered 
by wooded 
slopes and a broad 
valley 
extends 
westward. 
The timber is mostly 
cottonv/ood and spruce. 


"On this river is located the fa- 
mous Tagish house, where councils 
of war and yearly festivals of In- 
dians are held. 
These 
buildings 
are tho only 
permanent 
frame 
structures in all the vast 
country 
above Pelly rivor. 
It was here that 
war was declared several years ago 
on the Coast Indians, which resulted 
so disastrously to tho tribes. 
There 
are also burial grounds and crema- 
tories here, for some of the tribes 
burn their dead. 


"At the lower end of Lake Marsh 
Irhe McClintoch river enters, 
drain- 
ing a broad valley to the oast. A 
few mining claims are worked here. 
Along tho river 
connecting Lake 
Marsh and Like Le Barge, we passed 
mile after mile of high cat banks, 
which became so general 
further 
down. These are completely honey- 
combed by martins 
that come all 
this distance to rear their 
young. 
Tho i3layful little birds are great 
company. 


"The next important stop on our 
journey was at Grand 
Canyon, 
which is five-eighths of a mile long. 
The canyon is cut through a hori- 
zontal basalt bed, and the walls 
average in height from fifty to 120 
feet.^worn into all sorts of fantastic 
shaxios. The canyon haa an average 
•width, of 100 feet, while the river 
above 
it 
is 
:i;50 
yards 
-wide. 
The 
force 
of 
this 
mighty- 
river crowded into this small space 
can hardly be realiy>9d. 
The White 
Horse rapids, 
where 
Swiffcwater 
Bill got some of his fame, is two 
miles below the canyon. 
The rap- 
ids are a mile long and the rushing, 
seething waters present a formida- 
ble 
spectacle indeed. 
We went 
through the canyon 
and rapids 
safely, our boat being loaded 
with 
four tons, besides ourselves. 
There 
is little risk in running the canyon 
and rapids if the steersman keeps 
his head and has two good oarsmen 
to give him steerage way. 
Running 
the rapids is an experience of only 
a few minutes, but it is an exper- 
ience of a life time. A tramway at 
this point is making big monej'' and 
pilots are taking boats down for 
$20 to 140 each. 
Mr. Green, of our 
party, held the steering oar and the 
oarsmen were Sam Hayes, of Ligon- 
ier, lad., and A1 White, of Chicago, 
who later became members of our 
party. 


"This exciting passage over, we 
soon arrived at Lake LeBarge, the 
last link in the chain of lakes that 
we were to travel over. 


"In crossing this thirty-one mile 
stretch of water we were fortunate 
enough to catch several fine speci- 
mens of salmon trout, 
which rise 
readily io the troll. 


"After leaving this, the last of 
the lakes, we entered Thirty-Mile 
river, which, for its entire length, 
is full of rocks and dangerous to 
travel. At this point is a station of 
the Northwest police and here Cap- 
tain Watkins informed us that up 
to tliat hotit 4, 510 boats hAd passed. 
He averaged the occupants at three 
to the boat. Captaiu Watkins stated 
that more than half of the boats 
had passed through and he esti- 
mated that less than 20,000 people 


would be the extent of this spring's 
emigration. Everybody passing this 
poiiiit 'comes in over the Chilcoot^ 
and White passes. 
Captain Wat- 
kins said that 347 women had gone 
through. 


"Continuing our journey, the 
next place of interest was the Hou- 
tahuqua river, which enters from 
the east. This river comes from 
Lake Teshu and is the water high- 
way used by those coming in by the 
Shekeen river route. 
Oar party 
found flour gold in the Houtahuqua, 
near its confluence with the Lewis. 


"Following the Lewis, our next 
stop was the Big Salmon, which 
flows in thirty-one miles below the 
Houtahuqua. The bars of this river 
furnish gold and claims are being 
marked. 


"Indians spend 
their 
summer 
months here, laying in a supply of 
salmon for the winter season. 


"Next comes the Little Salmon, 
which is being prospected to a con- 
siderable extent. 
Tbis is the river 
into which enters Walsh creek, the 
stream which was last winter re- 
ported to have some rich gold beds. 
There was a stampede, but the 
strike did not amount to much. 


"Fifty-three miles further on we 
had an exciting, 
though very brief 
run through Five Finger rapids, so 
called on account of five huge rocks 
which partly obstructed the river's 
course, 
making narrow 
channels 
through which tho water 
entered 
with a roar like Niagara rapids. 
Six miles below this point are the 
Pink rapids, which are formed by a 
bar of rocks. 


"Fifteen miles below Five Fingers 
is Maris creek and six miles up this 
creek is where seven of us have lo- 
cated claims, 
which are now being 
worked to bed rock. 
Prosi^ecting 
here, as in all parts of Alaska, is 
difficult, owing to the character of 
the surface, the general formation 
being soft, the hills havmg 
been 
worn smooth by glacial 
action, 
left a layer of drift to a depth of 
from ten to fifteen feet over almost 
t h e whole country. 
This is frozen 
the whole year, except a few inches 
of the sui'face in the summer. 


"Giime abounds, 
except 
where 
civilization lias intruded. 
A bear 
and her cub were shot 300 yards 
from m y claim the other day. 
Wolves and wolverines are said to 
be numerous further back, but I 
have not heard of any being seen or 
killed. 


"The summer season here would 
be one long dream of sunshine but 
for one thing— mosquitoes. 
Thoy 
are not mei'ely a nuisance ; they are 
a pest to be dreaded as one would 
shun contagion. 
People are wont to 
joke about mosquitoes in tho states 
and comic papers have dished up 
tlie Jersey article to tho queen's 
tasto. 
Bat there is nothing funny 
about the Alaska mosquito. His 
bill is shorter than a soldier's bayo- 
net,' but it has a sharper 
p'jint. 
These pests swarm in countless mil- 
lions everywhere, 
making 
escape 
from them impossible. 
Head nets 
are worn day and night, but they 
afford poor protection. I have seen 
men whoso faces wore swollen until 
their eyes were closed, forcing them 
to stay in a tent under a cloud of 
smudge for days. I am told there 
is a small black fly which comes in 
July that discounts the mosquito. 
This is the one drawback to the 
appreciation. An unending 
i)ano- 
rama of grandeur greets the eye as 
one is driven along on the current 
of a stream. 
Banks are fringed 
with flowers and the ground is cov- 
ered with moss a foot thick. 
Birds 
sing out a welcome from the tree- 
tops. 
But land and you no sooner 
leave 
tho boat 
than 
10,000 
mosquitoes are on hand to escort 
you to where 
millions more are 
awaiting. 
The surroundings now 
lose their charm. 
You have no 
time to admiro the clump of poppies 
near by nor to inhale the fragrance 
ot one of the immense beds of roses. 
Nor do you stop to pick a bluebell 
from tho hundreds of plants about 
you. 
Your 
only thought is the 
same as that entertained by the man 
who fell into the hands of the po- 
liceman—you want to get away. It 
is hard to realize now that this is 
the same domain over which King 
Winter rules with such an icy hand 
eight months of the year. 


"But mosquitoes three mcnths of 
the year and extreme cold the rest 
are not enough to keep back the 
people. 
They are here, more will 
come and as a natural result tiie re- 
sources of the country -will be de- 
veloped. 
On my way t o t h e inter- 
ior I have passed 
mountains 
fllled 
with copper, iron and coal. 
It is 
only a matter of transportation and 
this will not be a problem 
long. 
Five steamers are now plying ])e- 
tween 
Dawson and 'White Horse 
rapids, passing Maris creek on their 
trips. 
The navigable waters of the 
Yukon and its tributaries 
would 
seem to be unlimited. 


"A Mr. Barromas, of Seattle, who 
arrived hero a few days ago to take 
up a claim on Maris Creek, says that 
Dawson is dull. The inpour of gold, 
he says, has been small, indicating 
that very little work was done on 
other streams than the Klondike 
last winter. He makes the state- 
ment, too, that a great many 
size 
up the situation at Dawson, become 
discouraged and take to their boats 
again, bound for St. Michaels and 
thence home. I take it for granted 
that too many havo been misled by 
that stereotyx)ed 
assertion 
that 
»'Alaska is a poor man s country,' 
In a certain measure it is true that 
a poor man has greater opportuni- 
ties than he would at home, but 
there is a good deal of chance about 
it after all, and if he has not got 
provisions 
enough on hand to 
tide him over a season's failure he 
is liable to be in a bad fix. It is a 
poor man's country if he has the 
grub to see him through. 
Certain 
it ia that thousands have enter- 
ed 
this country with no con- 
ception of what was to be faced and 
the fact that tiidy cannot tind gold 
up every little stream they come 
across seems disappointing., I have 
seen men qurelng mbsquitoea and 
the ccrantriy ta^etli6r and wishing 
they were back in the states. Gold 
is to he found aimodt anywhere 


throughout the so called gold re- 
gipn,, l^ij^t 
needs 


IS diiggings i which, 
will 
produce 
enotigh gold. 
Flour gold cannot be 
saved by any device which the pcor 
man can furnish. 
It is coarse gold 
he must look for, else he can ac- 
cumulate nothing. 


"A large number of these disap- 
pointed men have given up the idea 
of prospecting, preferring to go to 
work on some 'lay' or on wages of 
$5 to $7 per day. Few miners 
around Dawson 
and Circle City 
work their own mines. 
They hire 
it done. 
The thorough, careful man 
who has come to Alaska will prob- 
ably succeed. 
You will not see him 
rushing through to Dawson. He 
goes up the Pelly, McMillan, Stew- 
art or some other river prepared to 
stay two years. 
It is the only way 
prospecting can be done far up the 
streams where the coarsest gold is 
supposed to be. 


"I expect to go to Dawson in a 
couple of weeks with Mr. Maris to 
register claims. 
There I shall be in 
close touch with the mining district, 
thus enabling me to give you some 
corres])ondence of greater interest 
than this. 
Mr. Maris was for two 
years the Alaskan correspondent of 
the Chicago Record. In the Record's 
well known book on the Alaskan 
gold fields there are many of his 
descriptions. 
He has given up 
newspaper work and has como from 
Dawson to open mines on the creek 
which he has named after himself." 


In concluding his letter Mr. Cook, 
in a confidential word to his old as- 
sociates on THE SENTINEL stall, says 
that his plans for tho future depend 
largely on tho results of his work 
where he now is. He thought he 
would know within a couple of 
weeks 
from tho time ho wrote 
whether his claim was worth any- 
thing or not. 
It was his intention 
if the claim did not pan out well to 
proceed to Dawson and thence home 
in the course of a few weeks. If 
his claim does develop well it will 
bo several weeks later 
before he 
comes back to Fort Wayne.

mans for unity and j^reatness. 


"This is not the moment to onum- 
ei-ate all the achievements of the 
iireat man who has gone to his rest, 
or to refer to all the cares he bore 
for the emperor and the empire and 
all the successes ho won. 
Tiioy are 
too mighty and too manifold. His- 
tory alone can do them justice and 
will engrave them all on brazen 
tablets. 


"I am, however, impelled to give 
expression betöre the whole world

today ani- 
mates tho wholo nation, to vow what 
he, tho great 
chancellor, 
under 
William tho Great, created, T will 
maintain and develop, and, if need 
be, defend with blood and treasure, 
lu this may God help me. 


"I instruct you to make this re- 
scriiit public. ' ' 


E:MPI:ROR VISITS TFIK I>EAD. 


FKIEDRICHSUUIIE, Aug. [i.—The em- 
peror and empress of (Germany ar- 
rived here at t; o'clock last evenir g, 
accDmpanied by Baron von Bulow, 
the minister for foreign 
alTairs. 
The empress was in mourning. 


The members of the late 
Prince 
Bismarck's family received tho im- 
perial party, and the emperor on 
alighting kissed Prince Herbert Bis- 
marck on both cheeks and shook 
hands with 
Count 
William Bis- 
mar(ik. 
The imperial 
party tlien 
entered 
the 
carriage, 
passing 
through detachments of tho Thirty- 
first regiment of infantry, 
which 
were drawn up along the road and 
up to tho castio gate. 


Wlien the imperial train arrived 
here tlie crowds were so anxious to 
see the emperor that thoy 3 warmed 
over the fences and upon the plat- 
form. 
T h e troops, however, were 
able to keep a space clear around the 
emperor's saloon carriage. 


The ijresentations at the railroaa 
crossing, 
where the Bismarks re- 
ceived the emperor and empress, 
consumed ten minutes, the emperor 
shaking hands 
with Count Von 
Pantzau, tho late prince's 
son-in- 
law, and other relatives of the de- 
ceased. 


There was no cheering, but an 
uproar was caused by the excited 
conversation carried on among tho 
crowds present. 


What took place in the death 
chamber is not known, though an 
official statement on the subject may 
be forthcoming. 
But there is no 
doubt the religious service was most 
imi)ressive. 
Pastor "Westphal, of 
Brunstorf, conducted it according to 
the rites of the Reformed church. 


The 
text, in compliance 
with 
Prince Bismarck's desire, was from 
the first epistle of Paul, the Apostle, 
to the Corinthians, chapter xv., 
verses 53 to 57. 


The mourners present, including 
tho imjjerial party, numbered from 
thirty to forty persons. 


Immediately 
after the services 
tho emperor and empress and those 
who accompanied them started for 
Berlin.

The unfortunate men were Con- 
ductor Louis Miller, back sprained 
and right arm and hand bruised ; 
Engineer C. A, Prince, right knee 
cap displaced and legs bruised and 
sprained, and Fireman 
A. M. 
Walsii, both legs sprained, cut and 
bruised. 


Thé train was No. 79, westbound, 
a long one with mo.st of its cars 
loaded. It .stalled in climbing the 
hill and the trainmen were com- 
pelled ^to cut the train in two and 
take it into Dunkirk in sections. 
The 
first half 
was set upon 
the 
siding 
just as the storm 
broke 
and the engine 
then 
went back after the other section. 
The rain came down in sheets, the 
night was very dark and the wind 
had blown down the signal 
lamp 
upon the front car of the waiting 
section. 
The engine dashed into it 
with terriflc force, driving the body 
of the tank up into the cab, de- 
molishing it with the result men- 
tioned above. 


Conductor Miller was able to 
walk to the station and make a re- 
port of the accident. At that; time 
he supposed the engineer and fire- 
man had their legs broken and it 
was so reported to Mr. Ijaw's office. 

C. Stomen was called and 
sent to the scono on a sjjecial, and 
after attending to the injured men 
they were placed on No. 15 and 
brought homo.

and,

termination of hostilities.

was a strong belief that M. Cam ton, 
the French 
ambassador, 
wonld 


promptly arrange during the morn- 
ing to formally and without delay 
present to the president the ex- 
pected Spanish note. 


Officials wort* not the only ones 


who anticipated an early communi- 
cation of the reply, but numerous 
newspaper men were gathered aboul 
the white house awaiting the French 
ambassador's call. 


At 1 o'clock, however, no word 


had yet come from the embassy, 
but there was still a current belief 
tho reply might be in Iwfore the day 
was brought to a close.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 3.— The ex- 


cessive heat of the last three weeks 
terminated today in one of the most 
terrific electrical storms that has 
ever visited this city. The rain fall 
won the heaviest in the history of 
the local weather bureau.

four-tenth* inches of rain fell. The 
heaviest previous rainfall was fire 
and oue-fifth iuohea in twenty-four 
hours about twelve years ago.

Tho cellars and 
Irst floors of hundreds of business 
louses and dwellings were flooded. 


In tho basements of the city hall 


and poatofTieo the water rose to such 


depth that the fires under tho 


xrilers were extinguished. 


The basements of Gimbel Broth - 
rs and "Wanamafeers, two of the 
argest department stores in the 
city, were flooded and heavy damige 
las been done. It is said a big fire 
s raging »t Point Breeze oil works, 
n the extreme lower section of the 
city, caused by the lightning. Three 
alarms have been sent In. 


The street car service was prao- 


.ically at a standstill. Many of the 
streets were Hooded to the depth of 
two and three feet.

severely, and nearly all trains up to 
.' o'clock were behind their schedule.

Bread costs twenty-eight 
cents a pouul and is very bad at 
that. Eggs, which are brought in 
from the country in small quanti- 
ties, cost thirty-five cents each. The 
supply of condensed milk is practic- 
ally exhausted and the little left is 
sold at $3 for a can, such as you buy 
hero for ten cents. 


"On an average, ten to twelve 


persons are found dead of starvation 
in the streets every day, and this 
takes no account of the scores who 
daily died of hunger in the houses. 
No words can describe the horrors 
of Las Fesos, the place at the foot of 
the Prado, where the concentradoes 
are herded together. 


"I was told that there were no 


less than 4,000 of these miserable 
people in the place when I came 
away and they are dying by hun- 
dreds, for; of course, nothing is be- 
ing done for their relief. Even the 
government has not enough food for 
its own soldiers. Worse than this, 
the officials' beat and abuse them 
shamefully. 


"A few lamps are still burning in 


the streets, but the electric lights 
are only lighted on Thursday nights 
when there la music in the Parqne 
Centrale, What t ghastly mockery 


I those band concerts are with so 
many people starving to death 
within sound of the music. 


"All the theatres are closed and, 


their lobbies are nightly crowded 
with the homeless poor. Wine is 
the only thing in the city that is 
plentiful and cheap, so that oven 
the poor can get a little at times. 


Almost all the stores in Weyler 


and O'Reilly streets are closed, as 
are the principal hotels, 


'The stock of coal is almost com- 


plete'y exhausted and for a few 
days the local trains that run to
